Jan. 18.—Louis Paulhan, in his Far- 
man biplane, made today what avia­ 
tion experts here consider the most 
remarkable cross country flight in 
history. (He rode from Aviation Field 
to 
Lucky 
Baldwin’s ranch, twenty* 
hree miles away, circle! the old San­ 
ta Anita race track and returned. 
He covered an estimated distance 
of forty-seven and one-half miles in I 
hour 2 minutes 42 4-5 seconds. He 
went down with the wind in 30 min­ 
utes and came back against it in 33 
m in ii es. 
In sheer beauty aud contempt of 
danger, his flight rivals that seen on 
any aviation field of the old world. 
The only test approaching it in 
this country was that made by one 
of 
he Wrights last fall on a flight 
with an army officer from Washington 
to Alexandria. 
Bleriot, Latham, Farman and Cody 
have made flights nearly ag long 
perhaps, but they have not come 
back. 


Cody flew -forty miles at Aldershot 
in sixty-three minutes 'las: fall. For­ 
man took a twenty-mile run to spend 
a day shooting with a friend, but 
he landed at one end of his journey. 
President Cortlandt F. Bishop of the 
Aero Club of America said tonight 
that he did not know of any flight 
equal to Paulhan’s. 
'I*t is probable that the prize of $10- 
°00 will go to him. There 
will 
be 
much official pondering and cabling 
iowever, before a new world’s record 
is added to the glory of France. 
Paulhan maintained an altitude of 
from 1,000 to 2,000 feet on his way 
over the valley. His highest point was 
2,130 feet, as indicated by the in­ 
strument on his car. 
I nder him speeding over country 
roads were automobiles and men on 
horseback and motorcycles, trying to 
be near the machine should Paulhan 
fan or have to descend. 
Mrs. Paulhan was in a au oraoble, 
praying and crying.

When Paulhan reached the grand 
stand on his return he was mobbed 
The crowd broke through the bar­ 
riers.

His coun­ 
trymen kissed him and wept with 
fay.

importance in the day’s meet 
Curtiss did not go info the air un- 
t.l after Paulhan had been away for 
an hour and a half. Then he gave a 
pretty exhibition of fancy starting 
and retired.

Rainey, it will be recalled, charged 
on the floor of the house that the 
president’s brother was a participant 
in the alleged Panama Canal sale 
scandal.

resentative Hayes of California, will

James and Rainey. 


The call for the Republican caucus 
reads for the selection of “The House 
m em bers’ of the inve»tiga ing com­ 
mittee, and this call is signed by 
several of the progressives. The cau­ 
cus will be 
held tomorrow 
night 
"hen It is expected that the situa­ 
tion will be fully clarified. It is cer­ 
tain that In the case of a contest 
over the selection of Messrs. James 
and Rainey the Democrats can not 
put them on the committee without 
the full support of the progressives 
while it is probable that a number of 
democrats who think that the wishes 
of the Administration in the matter 
should be respected, will absent them 
selves at

(Pittsburg, (Kansas, Jan. 19.—“It’s 
all politics,” declared Emmett Dalton 
today, when informed.

COMET IS FOUND AND 


IS SEEN BY NAKED EYE 


DECLARED TO BE MORE BRIL- 


LIANT THAJT VENUS 


Astronomer Cites It In Sonth Africa 


and Says Was a Cinch to 


See It. 


San Jose, Cail, Jan. 18.—Astronomer 


A. G Aitken of fche Lick Observatory 
today gave the following statement 
to the Associated t*ress: 


"The comet discovered in South 


Africa a day or two ago is brighter 
than the planet Venus. It was easily 


seen at the Uick Observatory at noon 
today with the naked eye. It was 
about four degrees east of the «un 
ant] one-half of a degree north ot It 
an-d was mo1, ing toward ftihe north- 
east.
